Officials Say Project Will Keep June 10 Schedule 

Through the accelerated ac¬ 
tivities of the committee for the 
Foothill Community Fair, spur¬ 
red by chairman Dr. Daniel 
D’Arcy, officials express little 
doubt but what the project will 
find a location in time to keep 
its June 10 to 14 dates. 

This optimism is based not 
only upon the variety of possi¬ 
bilities that exist for locating 
the Fair, but stems also from 
the fact that the clean carnival- 
type promotion has been given 
an okay by William McFarland, 
superintendent of nearby Ar¬ 
cadia Park. 

The inter-community project 
is scheduled to promote funds 
for organizations and individu¬ 
als as well as the proposed new 
swimming pool for Sierra Ma- 
dre, but since the City of Pasa¬ 
dena refused to allow it to lo¬ 
cate at the previously supposed 
site near Foothill and Michil- 
linda, Chairman D’Arcy has 
given full time to the effort of 
trying to cinch a new site. 

D'Arcy and others who have 
rallied to the emergency be¬ 
lieve the project will not fail. 

At present, the Fair Commit¬ 
tee is applying to the Arcadia 
City Council to secure its ap¬ 
proval in conjunction with Park 
Supt. McFarland’s permission. 

Citizens of Sierra Madre and 
surrounding communities, in 
the meantime, continue to di¬ 
rect their questions, and offers 
of help, to the Pan American 
Amusement Corp., contractors 
for the Fair as represented by 
Cal Lyon at his City Hall office.

Sierra Madre’s Memorial Day Parade will begin at 10 o’clock 
Saturday morning for the traditional march to the city cemetery, 
where the annual service will be conducted in recognition of 
Sierra Madre’s war dead. 

Sponsored by the Harry L. 
Embree Post, Veterans of For¬ 
eign Wars, the event will in¬ 
clude, along with veterans, 
members of the National Guard, 
Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, and 
ranks of school children. As¬ 
sembly will begin at 9:15 a.m. 
at City Park. 

Evan S. Dennis, past com¬ 
mander of Post 2324 Altadena 
VFWUS, will be the parade 
marshal. 

In the cemetery ceremonies, 
following the invocation by 
Rev. Carl Smith and the sing¬ 
ing of the Star Spangled Ban¬ 
ner, Col. C. R. Gildart, associate 
director of Civil Defense, will 
address the assembly concern¬ 
ing the spiritual strength of the 
free American. 

The roll of honor will be read 
by Mayor Henry F. Korsmeier, 
beginning “Let us join today in 
all humbleness, with those 
throughout the world who are 
honoring the men who gave 
their lives for righteousness." 

In his speech, Gildart will 
present a theme in reference to 
the increased meaning of the 
Gettysburg address. He also 
will point out that those who 
serve dictators are starved for 
freedom, and therefore can nev¬ 
er be as good soldiers as those 
Americans who fight for their 
country in which freedom al¬ 
ready exists. 

National Guardsmen in the 
Sierra Madre Heavy Mortar 
Company of 223 Infantry Regi¬ 
ment will fire the salute in 
honor of the servicemen. Bu¬ 
glers will be Boy Scouts from 
local Troop 5. 

The ceremonies will end with 
a convocation by Father Joseph 
F. G. Ryan.

Sierra Madreans will go to 
the polls Friday, June 5, to vote 
for three members of the Pasa¬ 
dena Board of Education, and 
a tax rate increase in the Pasa¬ 
dena Junior College and High 
School Districts. 

Polls will be open from 7 a.m. 
to 7 p.m. at the one consoli¬ 
dated precinct, the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre City School, 141 W. High¬ 
land. 

Fifteen candidates are run¬ 
ning for office. Incumbents are 
Lawrence C. Lamb and Mrs. 
Gladys C. Rinehart. Others are 
Leon Barreau, Thomas E. Ben- 
net, Roger M. Bone, Mrs. Louise 
G. Doty, Miss Mabel Fossler, 
Ellis H. Frederick, Arthur K. 
Hutchings, D. Wm. Johnson, 
Joseph Matus, Laurel V. McEl- 
wain, Mel Morse, William H. 
Nicholas, and Walter S. Young. 

In the recent bond election 
for Pasadena schools, the bonds 
affecting Sierra Madre taxpay¬ 
ers did not pass. The bonds 
were for construction purposes 
only. The proposed tax rate in¬ 
crease is for salaries, equip¬ 
ment, maintenance and sup¬ 
plies. 

According to Stuart Marsee, 
business administrator of Pasa¬ 
dena schools, the increased as¬ 
sessed valuation of property 
will not take care of both high¬ 
er costs and school population 
increases of the magnitude ex¬ 
perienced in the last 10 years, 
making the tax increase neces¬ 
sary. 

Proposed increase is from 
$1.10 to $1.46 for three years, 
with the maximum rate for the 
second and third years. 

Pasadena residents will vote 
on an increase in the elemen¬ 
tary district, in addition to the 
High School and Junior College 
districts. 

This is the fourth time this 
spring that residents in the 
area have voted on school mat¬ 
ters. Sierra Madre recently 
passed a bond election for new 
construction, and reelected 
Howell N. White Jr. to the 
board. In the Pasadena elec¬ 
tion, only the elementary bonds

She was rushed to St. Luke’s

believed the snake — two and 
one-half feet long with 10 
rattles — had come from the 
hills seeking water in the un¬ 
timely dry season.

Two recent grass fires should 
remind us that the season is 
nearing when the weeds and 
grass will burn with very little 
encouragement. It is thought 
that one of the two fires was 
caused by spontaneous com¬ 
bustion from the hardwood 
floor sawdust thrown out where 
the hot sun and wind could get 
at it. Thelsawdunt from hard¬ 
wood floors is especially dan¬ 
gerous and should be disposed 
of in safety. 

The other was caused by 

small boys who played with 
matches. Only the green of 
the high wild oats held it back. 
This allowed the fire depart¬ 
ment to stop it after it burned 
a very small area. 

The elimination of dry weeds 
and such must be accomplished 
as fast as possible. We only 
need to read the papers and 
listen to the radio to learn that 
our neighbor cities are not 
quite as fortunate as we. Their 
equipment is on the run just 

about every day. 

* * * 

This can be because our resi¬ 
dents are fire conscious, or it 
can be because of our practice 
of fire prevention, but whatever 
the reason let’s keep up the 
good work. We are noted for 
our low fire losses and few 
fires and when you consider 
that we are a rather large town 
with a population of 8000 peo¬ 
ple, there must be a good rea¬ 
son.

Crimes In Narcotics 
Lead All Felony Cases 

Narcotic prosecutions con¬ 
tinued to lead all felony cases 
in Los Angeles County in 1952, 
according to a statistical study 
released this month by District 
Attorney S. Ernest Roll. 

From Jan. 1 to Dec. 31, 1179 
narcotic felony cases were 
prosecuted by the District At¬ 
torney’s Office, of which 676 
were marijuana cases and 503 
concerned heroin, opiates, co¬ 
caine and others, exclusive of 
marijuana. 

This shows a slight decrease 
under the figures for 1951, 
when a total of 1323 narcotic 
felony cases were prosecuted, 
of which 849 were marijuana 
cases and 474 were heroin, opi¬ 
ates, cocaine and others, exclu¬ 
sive of marijuana.

Flew up here from New York 
via Montreal yesterday. Was 
nice down in New York, warm 
enough to get by without an 
overcoat. Sun shining most of 
the time, but it IS a dirty city 
and my coat looks as though 
I’d shoveled coal in it from the 
few times I wore it. Was rain¬ 
ing here when we landed, run¬ 
ways covered with mud. 

Boat Smaller Than Liz 

We walked around a while 
this evening until our ears felt 
brittle. It gets cold HERE. 
Watched our boat sail up the 
St. Lawrence and, after seeing 
the Queen Elizabeth in New 
York, this little one-stacker 
struck us as being tugboat size 
although those “little toots” 
that worked the Q. E. out of her 
berth yesterday aren’t small 
potatoes either when you see 
them up close.

He 
assured me it wouldn’t be ex¬ 
pensive at this time of year so 
I approached the clerk for a 
room with a double bed. “Well,”

Luxury at Frontenac 

The room is beautifully ap¬ 
pointed and only slightly larg¬ 
er than the living rooms in the 
Coronet tract houses. The “For 
Your Information” folder on 
the desk rapturizes about the 
four seasons in Quebec. I 
think, however, that right now 
is an in-between season and 
the less said about it the bet¬ 
ter. It’s cold, drizzly, muddy, 
and all the trees and hedges 
look like dead sticks ... no 
buds on anything yet. But of 
course the town IS quaint, the 
architecture very different and 
interesting but we can’t under¬ 
stand much that is said to us 
except in the tourist traps. 

... so for two days, until 
we sail, we live in luxury at 
the Frontenac and eat in the 
one-arm joint around the cor¬ 
ner.

Arthritis Has 
Long History 
Of Neglect

Arthritis is one of the oldest 
diseases known to mankind. 
Skeletons of prehistoric man, 
as far back as can be traced, 
show evidence of rheumatism 
similar to some of the types 
found in human joints today 
by means of the X-ray. In 
spite of its venerable age, com¬ 
paratively little is known about 
this condition: in fact, it is ohe 
of the most neglected of all 
human afflictions. 

It is not just one disease. 
Arthritis is a term applied to 
a large group of rheumatic 
conditions affecting the various 
joints of the body and more 
than 70 per cent of all cases 
fall into two main groups: 
rheumatoid arthritis, a disease 
which affects the entire body 
producing inflammation of the 
joints, and osteoarthritis, a dis¬ 
ease of the joints chiefly in 
older people. 

Arthritic victims in the 
United States number approxi¬ 
mately 8,000,000 or one out of 
every 20 Americans. The mal¬ 
ady afflicts women more than 


men and attacks the poor more 
often than the rich. It is nei¬ 
ther a disease of age nor yet 
of youth. Studies, made by the 
United States Public Health 
Service, show that about one- 
half of the cases occur among 
persons under 45 years of age, 
during the most productive pe¬ 
riod of life. Only 15 per cent 
of the cases were found in eld¬ 
erly people. 

Owing to the disabling na¬ 
ture of rheumatoid arthritis the 
economic loss involved is tre¬ 
mendous, since more than 100,- 
000,000 work days are lost each 
year. Much of this suffering 
and loss could be avoided if 
medical attention was sought 
when pain, swelling, or stiff¬ 
ness of the joints first ap¬ 
peared. If allowed to continue 
unchecked, crippling and de¬ 
formity may result. 

Once established there is no 
quick, easy road to recovery. 
Many drugs, and more recently 
hormones, have been tried with 
varying degrees of success. No 
drugs should ever be taken for 
this disease unless prescribed 
by the family physician. A 
properly balanced diet and 
adequate rest are needed by 
all persons who suffer from 
any form of arthritis and, in 
some instances, a mild, dry 
climate seems to be helpful. 

Arthritis is rarely fatal but 
sometimes this fact is consid¬ 
ered a doubtful blessing so 


great is the pain and mental 
depression that must be borne. 
Many times however, it can be 
cured or arrested if prompt 
or medical treatment is re¬ 
ceived. Quite definitely it is 
not a condition to neglect.
